condition. Inpratitude, -an unjuſt intemperancy 
that renders us unwilling to acknowledge an others 
vertues, in regard we doubt too much thereby to be 
diſvalued ourſelves; orclſe tobe put to morere- 
quitals then ſeems convenient for our own intereſt. 
Ambition a mad overflowing of the minde towards 
thoſe honours, that we conceive might give us luſtre 
and efteem in the eye of the world. 'Covetouſneſs 
a certain raging defire without end, tobe poſlefſors 
of we know not what; ſince we never enjoy the 
half of what wecovet, when beſt obtained. OF 
the other fide, if we turn our confideration upon 
the ſenſuality of the body, we ſhall finde itgeneral- 
ly to proceed for want of ſufficient temperance in 
- the ſuffering part, as the other concerning the 
minde, proceeds from the defe@ of not being able 
competently to expect the event of things to come; 
for when we drown our ſelves in a vaſt fea of luxu- 
ry; againſt Reaſon, Religion, and morality, it is be- 
cauſe the confideration of honouror vertuous acti- 
ons, carries not our thoughts and reſolutions high 
 enoughto contemn ſuch poore and baſe pleafures, 
that neither ſecure our condition or benefit our per- 
ſons. As forexample, what is gluttony, butan im- 
ordinate ſtriving by the inſtin& of nature, to _

oftentimes ourdeceived fancy, makes choice of the | 
 farunworthier ſubject, as Thave already inſtanced 
ina part of my Book.

ing.. Again, we may call to: mind the wonderful 
and admirable auſterities of Simeon $tilitto, that li- 
vedina ſmall piller of ſtone many Cubits from the. 
ground, for thirty ſeven yeers together, ſcarce in all 
that time repoſing his body,according to the cuſtom 
ofother people; inſomuch as it is written; that mul. 
titudes of wormes, proceeding from the natural cor- 
ruption of the place, bred and ingendred under his 
feet, for want of motion and agitation; and yet his 
humility notwithſtanding ,was ſo great, [that when 
.he was commanded to deſcend, by the Biſhop of 
Antioch totry his obedience, without any manner of 
delay, he yeelded himſelf ready to perform the in- 
Fra” oo 3 asit were adding the vertue of ſubjefting 
"his own will to that of patience, which he ſo exadt- 
ly practiſed. We read that- ary of Egypt, conti-. 
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green herbs for her neceſlary food; . Laſt of all; if 
werefle&upon the horrid torments;which-Lewrence 
the Deacon endured under Decizs the Emperour,we 
ſhall finde matter enough to contemplate with-ad-- 
miration, both his patience and courage; for whilſt 
his body in the nj a time, for the greater terrour to. 
his youth , was laid upon an.Iron Gridiron, over a ' 
hot and ſearching fire,. he cryed out to the Tyrant, 
being more then half dead, that now he was roſted 
ſufficiently of one fide, he might. if he pleaſed alſo 
turn the other to participate inlikemanner of his 
_ cruelty; which words gained fo abſolute a yidory 
over all his perſecutors,that theEmperour confoun- 
ded both with.ſhame and amazement, quitted the 
"place of his. execution. :: All which I may boldly 
affirm., were no other then. wonderful. -of a 
conſtant and couragious patience. Since.of the o- 
ther ſide, many. eſteemed. gallant perſons of this 
; wortd failing in this vertue, have diſgraced theirlaſt 
| ends by apparanr dejection- of theirſouls. . As for 
example, Philot#s, who was famed: in Alexanders Ar- 
2nF for one of his prime Commanders, that follow- 
ed his fortune <ad ſucceſle ; ;yet being by.accident 
brought upon the torture, , notwithſtanding his in». 
Pornne vainglory;had made him promiſeto him-- - 
ſelf, and pretend to others, that his courage main» 
rained the Kings greatneſſe in moſt of his conquelts,. 
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and viories in Aſa, he was brought toſucha low- 


' nefleof Spirit, by the violence of «torments, that he 
not onely revealed his own intentions, but accuſed 


his old Father, to be releaſed of his puniſhment, for 
waat of fortitude and patience in his ſufferings in 
ſomuch.as Alexander himſelf being concealedly pre- 
_ ſentat his Tryal, delivered this opinion of his car- 
age, thathe wondred how ſuch'a man had fo 
much boldneſle to attempt his life, that had nota 
heart great enough to exprefie more courage at his 


own death.. Nero, howevet he had a nature infla- 


med with impatiency, pride.and vain-glory z joyn- 
ed alſo with the condition of an Emperour, that 
probably, ſhould have raiſed his ſoul toan eminen- 
cy of- courage and magnanimity , yet when the Se- 


nate of Rowe by reaſon of his own wickednefle, and 


his enemies prevailing power, had deſigned him a 
moſt ſhameful and -ignominious execution , could 
not by any perſwafion be brought to kill himſelf to 
Cain iſgraceful fate, until one of his follow+ 
_ ersand intimate friends, ſhewed him the way by 
—_ the like upon his own perſon before his hee, 
which ſhewes that-intemperate proſperity is rather 
an impediment to fame and repatation, then a mild
